Then, there is the widespread feel- 
ing that each of these problems is 
destroying the opportunities for reap- 
sng a golden harvest by the capture of 
the world markets from which Europe 
thas been excluded by the war. 


WANG TELEGRAM 


In spite of Wang Ching~wei’s circu- 
far telegram, it is hardly Likely that 
Chiang Kai-shek will be complacent. 
After all he is not seeking peace, and 
maturally assumes that his - adversary 
who is, wishes to secure it on terms 
that will give him-the greatest ad- 
vantages, but Chiang. Kali-shek’s 
... terms. are simple. They-are..the-com— 

plete withdrawal of Japanese forces 
from the sacred soil of China. It is 
not conceivable that he will agree to 
Jess. Having organised his part of 
China on a war basis, and having re- 
signed himself to carrying on tll his 
object is achieved, there seems to be 
little likelihood of agreeing to terms 
which he need not accept. 

The war may be costing China a 
gxveat deal, but it is costing Japan 
more, and at the same time it pre- 
wents Japanese traders and industrial- 
ists from sharing in such prosperity as 
fs now awaiting her.

ICE BATTLE ON 
_THE WESTERN FRONT 


I HAVE JUST SEEN an unforgettable close-up of war 


as it is being fought now on the Western Front. ‘It was not ._ 


the picture of war on the grand scale, writes a correspon- 
dent with the French army. 

It concerns, in fact, fewer than a dozen men. But this 
experience seems to hold the essence of drama, of courage 
and of chivalry. 


It was after I had explained to French officers that I 


wished to share, if only in a small way, the conditions and 
risks of the men I write about, that I won permission to 


visit a certain advance post. 


With a quick marching officer sect- 
ting the pace 1 ploughed up mountain 
sides through deep snow and ice until 
we reached the crests. 

ON THE ALERT 

We were constantly on the alert for 
Germans. At the Yast but one of the 
outposts we learned that a French 
party had preceded us to ambush a 
German patrol. 

Soon after we had ‘gare the out- 
post | heard the crack of rifles tn 
the valley. 

More warily than before we 
marched silently, in Indian file, 
guarded in front and at the rear by 
soldiers with cifles and light ma- 
chine guns. 

Suddenly from a nearby wood there 
was the sound of footsteps and of 
breaking twigs. The moment of an- 
xiety ended when a French soldier 
emerged, He was ore of the ambush 
party. 

“Mon Capitaine, mon Capitaine,” 
he called. “We have put the patrol 
on the run and we have two prisoners. 
One is wounded, and we are carrying 
him up here. The other is an officer. 
He is not hurt.” °. 

CHIVALRY 

The party bearing the wounded man 
came up the mountainside. They car- 
ried him on a canvas ground sheet, 
laid him on the snow. 


With a fine sense of chivalry the 


four soldiers took off thelr over- 
coats and thelr jackets In bitter cold 


“and made blankets and a pillow for 


him. 

He was wounded in the leg and the 
shoulder, pale from cold and loss of 
blood. 

The behaviour of the French soldiers 
at this moment was an interesting 
study. It was half jubilation at their 
success over the patrol, half sympathy 
for their wounded prigoner. 

The officer who led the ambush 
fs in peace, a priest, and membor 
ofa missionary orgot. 

He had watched the Germans for 
days, .and when he was certain of their’ 
movements he formed the ambush 
party. He brought down two of the 
Germans himself. 

HE WAS STUPEFIED 
; The German officer had raised his 
head cautiously above a rugged ledge 
and was almost stupefied to find him- 


When the Red Cross men came 
with the stretcher, one of them 
dreseed the soldier’s feg wound. 

He pinned the bandage, smiled 
and sald, “That better, old fellow?” 
They got him on the stretcher and 
fet him rest awhile. 

A soldier talked to him. The words 
were meaningless to the prisoner, but 
we could. sce he knew they ~ were 
friendly. ~ 

I went on to the advance post. There 
I saw a German ambulance drive 
along the road near the scene of the 
ambush. Four stretcher parties went 
out and Breushe in eels wounded.

It ts not often that one hears the 
impartial voice of experts being rais- 
ed in protest behind the blare of Nazi - 
propaganda in Germany itself. Such 
a surprise, however, has been recently 
provided by Herr Emil Helfferich, one 
of Germany's foremost economists. 
What {s even more astonishing is that 
the expert was allowed ‘to “debunk’” 
the. official theory of Germany’s im- 
munity against the Allied blockade, 
-and in no less a paper than Goering’s: 
“Vierjahresplan”. In an article print- 
ed in this journal Helfferich openly 
declares that all Germans must face 
the facts of Germany’s economic posi- 
tion and admit the strangulation of 
German trade by the Ailfes’ blockade, 
“As in 1914-1918", he writes, “Eng- 
land's power has brought Germarm 
overseas trade to a complete. stand- 
still. German ships are: lying in more 
than a hundred harbours all over 
the globe, and some of them have al- 
ready been confiscated. . Enormous: 
quantities of goods manufactured. 
against orders received and ready for 
shipment are piled up blocking the 
warehouses of the large German ports, 
German {mporters cannot even un- 
load or store goods which nay arrive.” 

DISMAL PROPHECY 

Herr Helfferich then recalls Hitler's 
dictum that “Germany must export or 
die”, but goes on to add dismally that,. 
though “the whole of.German import 
and export trade has made the greatest 
effort to carry out the Fuchrer’s 
wishes, yet in Kiel and Luebeck, in 

Bremen and Hamburg, they are all 
gradually heading for ruin.” Helf- 
ferich concludes his article with a plea 
for Government measures to allevi-~ 
ate the plight of ‘German trade, und 
abuve all for steps to improve traders” 
finances which.excessive taxation has. 
driven to the brink of collapse. 
The publication of this article has 
caused astonishment in the outside: 
world and also, of course, in many 
German circles.. So far,-the only ex- 
planation for this lapse into truth is: 
afforded by rumours of a quarrel be-- 
tween Goering and the Reichsbank 
over the subsidising of exports. Goer- . 
ing, it seems may be attempting to- 
force German finance into a subsidies 
policy by revealing _ something of 
Germany’s true condition to the public. 
sommes = VERY DOUBTFUL on 
“It .seems, however,-very doubtful 
whether the financial situation would” 
permit of such a policy. The Econo- 
mist has recently drawn attention to- 
the vast increase of private * capital 
issues in Germany since the outbreak 
of war. The total of industrial capital 
issues since the erd of August consi-- 
derably exceeds 600 million Reich- 
marks, including 500 millions for rail- 
ways, whereas in the whole year, 1938,. 
private industrial issues only amount- 
ed 107 millions. The ‘Economist points - 
out that these developments are most 
important as showing that the exist-- 
Ing reserve capacity of German. indus- 
exhausted, especially as _ 
regards railway rolling stock and in 
the electrical . industry. Renewals, 
replacements and extensions have been- 
so long. delayed that the diversion of 
extensive resources to large-scale. 
capital works is now unavoidable.

The young man was 
ill for only five days. After he 
breathed his last the body was quick- 
ly burned and the ashes: buried. 

Ordinarily this would have. meant 
the end of the case, but certain re- 
latives recalled the fact that the dead 
man and his stepbrother, Benoyendra, 
had numerous disputes concerning the 
estate and an investigation was order- 
ed. Many persons participated in 
the {nquiry, but the chief credit seems 
to have belonged to a detective named 
Shivapada Majora. 

It was a long and tedious piece of 
police work, but in the end it was 
solved with the assistance of a pair 
of spectacles, two white rats and a 
hypodermic syringe. 


SPECTACLES ON NOSE 


It seems that some months before 
his death the victim was presented 
with a pair of new spectacles: by his 
stepbrother. He returned them with 
the statement that they did not fit. A

Benoyendra declared that this was all 
nonsense. It is averred that he placed 
them on the nose of Amarendra and 
forced the bridge down so firmly that 
the intended victim said: “It felt as 
if a vein in my head had burst.”

At this point a physician from Calcut- 
ta appeared on the scene: He obtain- 
ed the cultures by saying he was ex- 
perimenting with a cure for bubonic 
plague. Later it was found that he had 
been in close touch with Benoyen- 
dra. 

Next a bird dealer in Bombay 
brought the information that the step- 
brother had bought two white rats 
from him. Evidence was produced to 
show that the stomachs of the rats

and general conditions are as near perfect 
as circumstances permit.

It {s in this connection ‘that clubs have 
definitely been slack. ‘To my, recollection 
‘there are only two courts‘ in the Colony on 
which the necessary effort has been made, 
“They are Recrelo and K.C.c, 

The improvement this season in the former 
. Club Is astonishing, and, when one stopa to 
. consider the matter, so little. was necessary 
to achieve this improvement, 

The lighting now is nearly perfect 
“They have the usual <form of side
